Ugly  man  to  spur 
chest  donations 

An  ugly  man  contest  will  be 
held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Campus  Chest  Drive  during 
the#  week  of  Nov.  27  to  Dec.  1, 
according  to  Rudy  Gomez, 
chairman  of  Campus  Chest 
Week. 

Campus  Chest  is  the  campus 
equivalent  of  Community 
Chest  and  is  sponsored  by  Al- 
pha Phi  Omega,  a national  ser- 
vice fraternity. 

Money  received  during  the 
week  will  be  distributetd  to  or- 
ganizations in  the  United  States 
which  need  financial  assistance, 
Gomez  explained. 

HE  SAID  the  ugly  man  con- 
test is  a means  being  used  to 
raise  money  for  Campus  Chest. 

Social  units  and  other  organ- 
izations will  sponsor  an  ugly 
man  contestant.  Pictures  of 
each  individual  will  be  placed 
at  voting  booths  located  in  the 
Smith  Family  Living  Center, 
and  Eyring  Science  Center. 

“The  unit  whose  contestant 
receives  the  most  money  will 
be  presented  a large  trophy,” 
Mr.  Gomez  said.  “The  winner 
of  the  ugly  man  contest  will 
receive  a trophy  which  will  be 
presented  to  him  at  the  dance 
following  the  UCLA-BYU  bas- 
ketball game  Dec.  1.” 

“THESE  CONTESTS  have 
been  run  successfully  on  other 
campuses  including  Wyoming 
and  UCLA,”  the  chairman  said. 

Voting  for  the  ugly  man  will 
take  place  daily  from  8 a.m. 
to  4 p.m.  Votes  cost  one  cent 
and  up  and  a student  can  vote 
as  many  times  as  he  donates 
to  the  Chest  fund,  .Gomez  com- 
mented. 


Constitution  ‘God-given’ 
says  assembly  speaker 

“God-given”  is  the  way  Loyd  Wright,  former  president 
of  the  American  Bar  Association,  described  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  in  a forum  address  Monday. 

“We  Americans  too  often  take  our  government  for 
granted,”  he  said,  and  he  denied  that  the  Constitution  is 
outmoded.  He  cited  many  rights  it  guarantees  Americans 
and  pointed  out  they  are  liberties  people  of  other  countries 
do  not  enjoy. 

“BECAUSE  OUR  forefathers  were  realists,  they  es- 
tablished a government  with  three  branches  which  would 
serve  as  checks  and  balances,”  Mr.  Wright  said.  He  praised 
them  for  placing  country  before  personal  interest. 

Turning  to  the  federal  government  today,  he  said,  “We 
can  no  longer  be  secure  unless  we  take  seriously  our  respon- 
sibilities as  Americans  and  worship  God.” 

He  criticized  today’s  centralized  government  and  cited 
as  one  of  the  lost  freedoms,  the  right  to  farm  as  one 
chooses.  Condemning  welfare  state  thinking,  he  said,  “When 
you  take  away  half  of  what  an  American  makes  through 
hard  work,  you  take  away  half  of  his  soul.” 

Praising  George  Washington’s  advice  to  avoid  foreign 
entanglements,  Mr.  Wright  asserted  America’s  trouble  be- 
gan when  this  nation  committed  itself  in  the  United  Nations 
to  governments  which  do  not  respect  the  dignity  of  man  as 
this  nation  does. 

ALLOWING  RUSSIA  to  establish  a stronghold  in  Cuba, 
only  90  miles  from  U.  S.  shores,  was  labeled  by  Mr.  Wright 
as  the  “most  disgraceful  chapter  in  American  history.” 

“We  have  not  been  told  the  truth  about  Cuba  yet,”  the 
noted  lawyer  said.  “How  long  can  we  afford  to  have  men  in 
the  State  Department  who  will  falsify?” 

“Moreover,  we  sit  by  like  cowards  in  the  United  Na- 
tions and  let  Russia  get  by  with  not  paying  their  share  of 
the  bill,”  he  charged. 

He  urged  listeners  to  beware  of  federal  aid  to  schools. 
“The  strength  of  America  lies  in  free  education  and  univer- 
sities like  this  one,”  he  concluded. 


Men  students  must  be 
registered  for  the  draft 

The  Selective  Serice  System  issued  a warning  Tuesday 
through  the  BYU  Security  Dept,  for  all  male  students  18 
years  old  or  older  who  have  not  registered  to  do  so  at  once. 

Capt.  Swen  C.  Nielsen  stated  that  Selective  Serice  of- 
ficials warned  that  a large  number  of  boys  are  attending  the 
Y who  have  not  registered  with  their  local  board. 

Capt.  Nielsen  indicated  the  Selective  Serice  is  consid- 
ering conducting  a man-by-man  check  of  students  to  find 
those  unregistered  and  taking  legal  action  against  them. 

“ALL  MALES  MUST  register  with  the  Selective  Ser- 
vice Board  within  five  days  after  turning  18,”  he  said. 

“If  you  are  from  out  of  state  and  turn  18  while  -at 
BYU,”  Capt.  Nielsen  said,  “you  must  register  with  the  draft 
board  in  Provo,  although  you  will  give  your  home  address.” 

He  said  all  males  are  to  keep  their  local  board  advised 
of  change  of  address,  marital  and  military  status. 

“THIS  ALSO  APPLIES  to  students  who  have  already 
been  in  the  service,”  Capt.  Nielsen  cautioned. 

He  warned  students  that  failure  to  register  with  the 
draft  board  will  subject  the  individual  to  heavy  fine  and 
imprisonment  under  federal  law.  He  further  advised  stu- 
dents already  registered  to  carry  their  selective  service  card 
at  all  times  or  be  subject  to  a heavy  fine  also. 

SELECTIVE  SERVICE  Local  Board  33  is  located  in 
the  Ashton  Bldg.,  140  W.  1st  North. 

Captain  Nielsen  said  the  BYU  Security  Dept,  has  been 
charged  with  enforcing  all  federal  and  state  laws  as  well 
as  University  regulations  on  the  campus.

BRUCE,  A 6-foot,  192-pounder 
who  hails  from  Los  Angeles, 
displayed  his  football  wares  for 
several  institutions,  including 
University  of  Tulsa  and  Glen- 
dale Junior  College,  before  he 
finally  settled  down  at  BYU. 
Last  year  with  the  Cougars  he 
alternated  between  the  guard 
and  fullback  positions,  perform- 
ing with  excellent  service  at 
both  spots,  testifying  to  his 
unique  versatility,  and  adding 
to  his  reputation  as  a solid  team 
player. 

This  year,  Bruce  seenfe  to 
have  found  his  niche  at  the 
strongside  guard  slot,  a posi- 
tion at  which  he  has  consistent- 
ly held  the  first-string  role.  Sat- 
urday, he  stacked  up  Oregon 
State  rushers  who  were  trying 
to  probe  the  center  of  the  Cou- 
gar line  to  such  a degree  that 
OSU’s  fleet  backfield  corps  was 
forced  to  resort  to  end  sweeps 
to  amass  any  considerable  yard- 
age. 

ALONG  WITH  the  rest  of  his 
interior  linemates,  Roger  Du- 
Paix  in  particular,  Kochevar  put 
a big  rush  on  Terry  Baker, 
OSU’s  talented  quarterback. 
Subjected  to  such  pressure, 
Baker  was  often  forced  to  ladle 
out  his  left-handed  spirals  be- 
fore his  receivers  broke  into 
the  clear,  with  the  net  result 
that  Baker  only  completed  four 
out  of  14  attempted  passes.

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Cats  lead 
in  stats 
at  Oregon

Statistics  tell  an  interesting 
story  about  a football  game;  of- 
ten a story  which  doesn’t  reach 
the  public.  Such  a story  could 
be  told  in  connection  with  the 
Cougars’  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Oregon  State  last  Saturday. 

THE  35-0  TRIUMPH  was  not 
a ball-control  victory  for  the 
black-shirted  Beavers.  BYU  ran 
more  offensive  plays  than  OSU 
did,  65-64.  And  the  Cougar  de- 
fense forced  Oregon  State  to 
punt  more  often  than  BYU  did, 
six  times  to  five.  Through  the 
airways,  Eldon  Fortie  shaded 
State’s  fabled  quarterback,  Ter- 
ry Baker,  as  he  completed  29.4 
per  cent  of  his  17  attempts  to 
Baker’s  28.5  per  cent  of  14  at- 
tempts. Although  the  Cougars 
were  outscored  14-0  in  the  sec- 
ond half  of  play,  they  out- 
gained  the  Beavers  in  total 
yardage,  8 to  81,  and  controlled 
the  ball  44  plays  to  Oregon’s  27. 
But,  there  still  remains  the  only 
important  statistic:  OSU  35, 
BYU  0. 

THE  COUGARS  definitely 
missed  the  kickoff  returning 
talents  of  Paul  Allen  who  re- 
mained home  in  Provo  with  a 
twisted  knee.  “The  Horse”  had 
returned  nine  kicks  for  427 
yards  throughout  the  season, 
but  Saturday,  the  Cougars  were 
able  to  return  six  kickoffs  for 
only  a paltry  37  yards. 

No  friendships  were  dis- 
played in  the  game  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  family  ties  and 
close  friendships  were  inter- 
woven throughout  both  squads. 
Ron  Doman,  who  squirted 
through  the  BYU  line  to  bat 
down  a pitchout  and  chase  it 
into  the  end  zone  for  the  Bea- 
vers’ final  touchdown,  is  the 
younger  brother  of  BYU  coach 
Jerry  Doman.  And  guard  Way- 
land  Sheppard  showed  no  mer- 
cy in  batting  heads  with  two 
of  his  former  high  school  mates 
from  Norte  Del  Rio  High 
School  in  Sacramento,  center 
John  Farell  and  end  Jerry  Neil. 
Among  OSU  faithful  who 
squirmed  uncomfortably  while 
watching  Wayland  was  his  high 
school  coach,  Ron  Siegrist  who 
is  now  an  assistant  with  OSU.

Council  needs 
publicity  head 


DUTCH  N E W GUINEA, 

(UPI)— Dutch  ships  and  planes 
fanned  out  over  treacherous 
jungle  and  sea  areas  today  in 
search  of  Michael  Rockefeller, 
son  of  the  governor  of  New 
, York,  missing  since  Saturday 
in  a small  native  boat. 


Ah  unconfirmed  report  in 
Sydney,  Australia,  quoted  the 
Australian  Dept,  of  Civil  Avia- 
tion as  saying  “Dutch  author- 
ities” had  reported  that  one 
man  had  been  found  and  two 
others  sighted  at  the  mouth  of 
a river  in  the  area  in  which 
young  Rockefeller  is  missing. 


AUSTRALIAN  authorities 
. said  that  the  only  information 
they  had  received  about  the 
; sighting  was  that  a launch  had- 
; been  sent  into  the  area  at  the 


river’s  mouth.  The  river  was 
not  identified. 

Rockefeller,  an  heir  to  the 
multi-million-dollar  Rockefel- 
ler oil  and  real  estate  fortune, 
drifted  into  the  Arafura  Sea  in 
a native  boat  along  with  a 
Dutch  companion. 

DUTCH  ETHNOLOGIST,  R. 
J.  Wassink,'  was  reported  with 
the  bespectacled,  23-year-old 
New  Yorker  when  the  boat  dis- 
appeared off  the  swampy,  jun- 
gle-covered south  coast  of  this 
Dutch  colony.  The  area  is  large- 
ly unexplored  and  almost  in- 
accessible. 

The  Royal  Navy  announce- 
ment said  “Rockefeller  drifted 
to  open  sea  in  a small  native 
prahu  (boat)  from  the  mouth 
of  the  islands  (Eilanden)  river” 
in  the  company  of  the  Dutch- 
man.
